This is in response to the Office Action mailed on 
August 17, 2004. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner allowed claims 10-18 
and rejected claims 1, 3, 5, 7 and 19. Claims 2, 4, 6, 8 and 9 
were indicated to contain allowable subject matter. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1 
and 19 under 35 U.S.C. § 102 based upon Edvardsson '299. However, 
it is believed that claim 1, along with the claims which depend 
from claim, are patentably distinct from the Edvardsson ! 299 
reference. For example, Edvardsson '299 does not include a, "wave 
guide further having a length below two times said range 
resolution of said radar level gauge. For this reason, it is 
believed that independent claim 1, along with its dependent 
claims are patentably distinct from Edvardsson. 

Additionally, Applicant notes that in paragraph 1 of 
the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that the reason for the 
allowance of claim 10 was that the claimed method step of "giving 
said wave guide a length below two times said range resolution of 
said radar level gauge" was not shown or suggested by the prior 



art of record. It is believed that independent claim 1 contains 
similar language and therefore should also be in condition for 
allowance . 

In view of the above remarks, it is believed that the 
present application is in condition for allowance. 
Reconsideration and favorable action are respectfully requested.
